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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed amendments to the claims would change the 
overall scope of the claims. Thus, the proposed amendments to 
the claims are not entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 19 December 2005 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding page 7, lines 7-14: While it is true that the 
claims are read in light of the specification, the limitations 
disclosed in the specification are not read into the claims. 
The claim limitation "predetermined low intensity" can be 
interpreted to mean black or near black since the intensity of 
the reflected light is low. The claim limitation ''predetermined 
low intensity" can also be interpreted to mean white or near 
white since the intensity of the ink deposited on the page is 
low. By reciting ''low intensity" in the present claims. 
Applicant is permitting either interpretation since either 
interpretation of the claim language is a reasonable 
interpretation. If a predetermined white or near-white level is 
intended for the "predetermined low intensity", then the claims 
can be amended so as to specifically limit the claims to a 
predetermined white or near-white level. 

Regarding page 7, line 16 to page 9, line 9: Applicant 
argues that the limitation "wherein the determining means 
retains the first image data without change when the first image 
data corresponds to the halftone image" is not taught by the 
prior art references of record. Examiner responds that said 
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limitation is part of the proposed amendments to the claims, 
which have not been entered. Thus, said limitation is not 
presently recited in the claims. If the proposed amendments are 
entered in the future. Examiner will consider said proposed 
amendments in due course. However, said proposed amendments 
will require further consideration with respect to patentability 
and with respect to the prior art of record. Furthermore, said 
proposed amendments will also require further search to 
determine if prior art exists which anticipates and/or renders 
obvious the proposed claims. ,
